Their 
soul whirls in the reel and bounds with j 
the bounding feet. Herod forgets , 
crown and throne and everything but 
fascinations and Salome. Ail the mag- ’ 
nificence of his realm isas nothing now 
compared with the splendor that ' 
whirls on tiptoe before him. llis body 
sways from side to side, corresponding | 
with the motions of the en- 
chantress. His soul is thrilled 
with the pulsation of the feet 
and bewitched with the tak- 
ing posture* and altitudes more and 
more amazing.

While this is so io 
civilized lands, the red men of the for- 
est have their scalp dances, their 
green-corn dances, tlieir war dances. 
In ancient times the exercise was 
so utterly and completely depraved 
that the church anathematized it.

fine of the dogmas of the ancient 
church reads: “A dance is the devil’s 
possession, and he that enteretli into a 
dance enteretli in totots possession. As 
many paces as a man makes in dancing, 
so many paces doth he make to hell." 
Elsewhere the old dogmas declared 
this: “The woman that singeth in the 
dance is the princess of the devil.’and 
those that answer are her clerks, and 
the In-holders are his friends, and 
the music is his bellows, aud the 
tiddlers are the ministers of the devil.

And in 
my remarks I hope to carry with me 
the earnest conviction of all thought- 
ful persons and I believe 1 will. 

You will admit, whatever you think 
of that style of amusement and exer- 
cise, that from many circles it has 
crowded out all intelligent conversa- 
tion. You will also admit that it has 
made the condition of those who do 
not dance, either because they do not 
know how, or because they have not 
the health to endure it, or Ire- 
cause through conscientious scruples 
they must decline the exercise, very un- 
comfortable. You will also admit, ali of 
yon. that it has passed in many cases 
from an amusement to a dissipation, 
and vou arc easily able to understand 
the bewilderment of the educated 
Chinaman, who. standing in the brill- 
iant circle where there was dancing 
going on four or five hours, and the 
guests seemed exhausted, turned to 
the proprietor of the house and said, 
“Why don't you allow your servants to 
do this for you?” 

You are also wiiliug to admit, what- 
ever l>c your idea in regard to the 
amusement I am speaking of. and 
whatever be your idea of the old-fash- 
ioned square dance and of many of the 
processional romps in which I can see 
no evil, the round dance is administra- 
tive of evil and ought to "be driven 
out of all respectable circles. 1 
am by natural temperament and 
religious theory opposed to the 
position taken by all those who are 
Horrified at playfulness on the part oi 
Uhe vou ng, and who think that all 
questions are decided — questions of de- 
cency and morals- by the positions oi 
the feet, while on the other hand I can 

see nothing but ruin, temporal and 
eternal, for those who go into tbe dis- 
sipations of social life, dissipations 
which have already despoiled thou- 
sands of j'oung men and young women 
of all that is noble in character and 
useful in life.

“The robbery of the keg of gold that 
was shipped to French bankers from 
New York on the steamer La Touraine, 
and the loss of which was not discov- 
ered until the rest of the consignment 
readied its destination,” said llenry 
T. Cranmer, of St. Louis, to a New 
York Recorder man recently, “reminds 
me of the loss of a money package once 
by the Wells-Fargo Express company 
on the Northern Pacific road. 1 let ween 
seven and eight thousand dollars in 
bills were sent by a depositor of Tom 
Cruse’s banking house in Helena, 
Mont., to a correspondent in St. Louis. 
The package was placed in the express 
safe, together with other valuable 
bundles, and when Omaha was reached 
where a transfer of the stuff was made, 
the parcel of bills was missing. An in- 
vestigation resulted and the express 
messenger was arrested. He insisted 
that he was innocent and could not ac- 
count for the loss. His guilt appeared 
to be so palpable that every means 
known outside of processes of the in- 
quisition was used in an attempt to 
make him make a confession, but 
without avail. He was sent to the I 
penitentiary for two years, and pro- : 
tested his innocence as vehemently 
when he came out as he did when he 
went in. Seven or eight months after 1 
the messenger was released the North- 
ern Pacific company decided to change 
the numerous small trestles along its 
main stem into culverts. A party of 
surveyors were making the preliminary 
measurement of such work and 
when the axeman was clearing away 
some underbrush at the side of a 
small creek one day, so the surveyor 
could operate his level, ho picked up a 
mildewed package that had evidently 
been lost from a passing train on the 
road. Without taking into considcra- ' 
tion the express company’s lal>els and 
seals, which even long exposure had 
not effaced from the bundle, the 6 ur- 
vering party opened it, and there was 
the long-missing money that had been 
sent from Helena to St. Louis. The 
facts were reported, and another inves- 
tigation was put on foot, with a view 
of relieving the express messenger

At the foot of Ward's heroic statue of 
Washington, on the high steps of the 
sublreasury building, says a New 
York contemporary, is a broad piece of 
stone carefully covered with a wire 
prating. It is so placed that should 
the image of the immortal father of 
his country come to life and step down 
from his lofty pedestal he would stand 
on the same spat where occurred the 
crowning triumph of his career. 
Through the protecting railing can be 
read the folk wing dim inscription: 
“Standing on this stone in the balcony 
of Federal hall, April 30, 1TSU, George 
Washington took the oath as the first 
president of the United States of Amer- 
ica.” When old Federal hall was de- 
nt- dished the sacred stone was care- 
fully preserved, and it now occupies as 
nearly as possible the same position as 
before. Very few people have ever 
notieed it on the high base of the 
statue, where it is fittingly placed as 
one of the relics of the nation's birth.

THE “CHILTERN HUNDREDS.” 

A Singular Provision In the British Par- 
liament. 

Government is full of “make-be- 
lieves.” One of the fictions in the Eng- 
lish system is that a member of parlia- 
ment cannot resign his seat. Hut al- 
though he is not allowed to resign he 
may nevertheless retire from parlia- 
ment at his pleasure. He asks to be 
appointed steward of the Chiltern 
Hundreds. It is the theory of the Brit- 
ish constitution that when a member 
of parliament accepts office under the 
crown, he must obtain the- consent of 
his constituents. Thus his seat is 
vacated; and he must be elected again 
after his appointment if he wishes to 
accept the new office. 

A member who wishes to retire from 
parliament applies for his nominal of- 
fice of stewards of the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds, is appointed, thereby vacates his 
seat, ami then immediately resigns his 
stewardship, so that the situation is 
vacant for the next Bernier who wishes 
to retire. How the custom grew up is 
explained in the Quarterly Review. 

A crown steward is custodian of one 
of the Manors, Hundreds or Honors be- 
longing to the royal demesne. The 
manors were Angl- —Saxon townships, 
and “Hundreds" were collections of 
townships within a given shire. The 
abuses perpetrated by these stewards 
led to the reduction of their numbers, 
until finally, under Charles II., nearly j 
all the stewardships were abolished. 

One of the few crown stewardships 
which survived was that of the three 
Hundreds of Chiltern, in the county of 
Rucks. Through this region pass the 
Chiltern hills. “

It lias been 
constantly in use for that purpose ever 
since, and the stewardships of the 
other crown manors have been applied 
in the same way at various times. 

It is a disputed question whether the 
stewardship can l>c refused to any ap- 
plicant, although it was refused to one 
member half a ceutury ago. Perhaps 
the right to resign will soon be granted 
without resort to this ancient fiction.
